Mr. Eanes has de­ 
voted a good many years of entirely 
unselfish labor to the town and the 
school of Comanche, and his suggest­ 
ions and plans for the future develop, 
ment of the school will doubtless be 
warmly received. 
We are glad of the opportunity to 
reproduce his speech, which was as 
follows:

Some of you are my friends and 
most of you 
friendly. 
We arc 
all 
neighoors and friends uml our inter* 
ests are common—Yet how little we un­ 
derstand one another. I would that 1 
knew you better, and that you knew 
me better. 
I have served you in one 
capacity or another for many years. 
In some instance» I have served you 
well, in some instances indifferently 
and in some instances poorly, but al­ 
ways willingly. 
So long as God gives 
me life and strength I expect to con­ 
tinue my huuible efforts to serve you— 
not always officially-But whatever my 
s t a ti o n , I will ever stand and work for 
the things and measures that are in my 
judgment, or that are in 
the 
judg 
ment of n majority of the people of 
this community, to the best interest of 
the community. 
You have bestowed 
on me all the honors that you have to 
bestow; and I have, without money and 
without price, given quite a bit of my 
time to your serveice. 
Some good and 
well meaning people have said 110 man 
would work without pay—These peo­ 
ple do not understand mo, they do not 
know my ideals, and not knowing my 
ideals or understanding 111»*, th»*y would 
thoughtlessly question 
my 
integrity 
For this I hold 110 malice, 
bear

grudge. 
I only wish that they knew 
my heart. 
In the hope that all of 
you 
may

I 
am going to make this a personal talk, 
a heart to heart talk, for in all my ef­ 
forts to servo, I long for your under­ 
standing. I crave your sympathy, and 
I beg your cooperation. 
That you may bettor understand my 
ideals of life may I tell

boyhood, 
some­ 
thing of my father and mother? 
My 
father was a native Texan, and came 
of old southern stock. 
With him hon­ 
esty was a principle, not a policy, H«> 
was gentle In spirit, hut firm in con­ 
viction and In Action. He knew no les­ 
sor evil—a thing was right or wrong-— 
If wrong he would have 
none of 
it. 
My mother was born in Virginia. Be­ 
fore the war her family was in con­ 
fortable circumstances, hut not weal­ 
thy. 
In faith she was a Presbyterian 
and of Presbyterian stock. Mother was 
very well educated. 
When she and 
father married their chief assets were 
faith, hope and courage. 
Forty six years ago the first part 
of last December my father stretched 
his tent In the valley Ju-t south of In­ 
dian Creek about where Fairland ad­ 
dition is now. 
He had with him my 
mother and thr<*e small children. 
I 
was the eldest. 
A few weeks later he 
bought Land in what is now Fleming 
community. 
On this land there stood 
n well built log cabin with a shed or 
"Lean to” built of “Rawhide” luml*er, 
and this was to be our home for some 
years. There were few in this county 
at that time. 
My father was In the 
cattle business In a small way, and 
much away from home. 
There were 
the usual hardships attending pioneer 


Le e. I can see it today as clearly as 
I could seen it when I was five years 
old. 
She also had a picture of Wash­ 
ington. She told 1110 over and over the 
story of these men and their life, trust­ 
ing, I know now, that it would help to 
shape my lift* and ideals.

offered in the Legislature, which, if passed, necessitates Increased tax­ 
ation. 
There was no protest from Brownwood over the passage 
of the 
bill appropriating $000,000 to survey the river valleys of fthe state. 
. There has been no protest from Brownwood 
or the 
citizens 
of 
West Texas against the passage of the bill to create a 
West Texas 
technological college. 
And there are other similar extravageuees proposed by the Leg­ 
islature which are not protested. 
A few newspapers only in this section of the State have had the 
temerity to call attention to the waste which the present Legislature 
has placed ou foot in schemes of this character, but the tax payers as 
a whole have been indifferent to these things. 
And the Legislature, hearing 110 protest against the reclamation 
bills and the new school bills, and bills of silly sentiment about school 
needs of the state, the law makers have concluded that the folks at 
home were agreeable to all these new-fangled ideas of squandering 
public money, and would not object to the new methods of 
taxation 
necesary to carry them out. 
The time to protest to a Texas Legislature is at the very beginning, 
and that protest should* be lodged at the start against extravagance, 
and against measures that are intended only to profit individuals, or 
limited sections, and against all measures not intended for the common 
lutteraient of all the people of the state.

Seek Elimination Of Free Textbooks 
Austin, Texas, Feb. 0.—Applause of 
a spirited character greeted the read­ 
ing of a bill introducing in the Senate 
Friday by Senator Clark calling for 
the repeal of all law s authorizing the 
purchase of text books out of public 
funds for the State.
